WASHINGTON, Feb. 2.—Enthusiastic mem- 
: ders of the House are firmly impressed with 
tus belief that Mr. Cleveland favors not only 
mne annexation of Hawall, but of Canada. 
They think he favors the absorption by the 
- United states of the entire North American 
continent. 
It is suggested to several members that 
. possibly England might not stand idly by and 
des the United States annex such an impor- 
_ tant possession as British America. The 
: reply was that Europe would be in a blaze of 
war within the next twenty-four months and 
that England would so busy protecting 
her European and othér col onial possessions 
that she would not be likely to do more than 
-merely protest against the action of this 
_ Government. It is remarked that the senti- 
ment in Canada is entirely favorable to its 
annexation by this country. The interest of 
doth countries, it is argued, are identical 
and indissoluble,and the greatest good re. 
sults to both can be secured by no better 
means than by the unification of the two 
countries. 
- The annexation spirit has developed 
wonderfully in Washington during the last 
ten hours. Mr. Don M. Dickinson, it is thought, 
thoroughly understands Mr. Cleveland’s 
foreign policy. It is also presumed that his 
mission here included, in addition to stirring 
up the Democrats onthe silver question, the 
dissemination of the idea that Hawali should 
be annexed. 
THE FIRST GUN. 
The first gun, it is said, will be fired in the 
House next week. One of the leading Demo- 
erats, has, it is said, a speech in prepara- 
tion, which will to a great extent refiect the 
prospective policy of the. incoming Admiais- 
5 tration. Several days ago it was stated that 
many Democrats were averse to giving ex- 
pression to their views until they had heard 
from Mr. Cleveland. They have evidently 
heard from him in an unmistakabie way. 
Nothing has transpired to change the 
: b sentiment in Administration circles 
on favor of annexation. Indeed, Sécretary 
8 ¢ Foster is believed to de more thoroughly 
wedded to that course than ever since his 
conference with Chairman Biount of the 
House Committee on Foreign Affairs; Repre- 
sentative Hitt, ex-chairman of the same 
committee, and Senator Morgan of the Sen- 
ate Committee on Foreign relations. 
Pending the arrival of Hawalian anuexa- 
tion commissioners the Administration 
j will continue to feel the pulses of the two 
Houses of Congress on the subject. 
It can be said by authority that the Admin- 
{ » {stration officials as far as they have gone in 
: their work of pulse feeling’’ believe that 
ih, the prevailing sentiment is in favor of an- 
1 nexationandthat this will be the course 
4 recommended by the President unless some 
unexpected obstacles should arise after the 
arrival of the annexation commission, which 
would make it expedieht to adopt other 
eans of obtaining immediate control of the 
ds. 
At the present time the question of a pro- 
tectorate isa ondary consideration and Is 
receiving little attention. To change the 
views of the Administration there will need 
to be a very sudden revulsion of public senti- 
ment on that point or news from Hawaii 
showing that the provincia! Government has 
been short lived and the Queen is again in 
control. The authorities do not anticipate 
the receipt of any such news as oi as the 
Boston remains in port. 
WHY THE BOSTON WAS THERE. 
If all the intimations that seem to come 
- from the Administration concerning {ts plan 
ok operation in the Hawailan matter are to 
dDto believed, the President is prepared and 
5 nas been for many months to act in a 
re very decisivé manner and with a view to the 
establishment of the influence of the United 
States in the Hawaiian lands. The report 
is again uttered that the President looked for 
nan outbreak, and the statement is made, ap- 
parent on authority, that the Boston was 
not at Honolulu by accident but in accora- 
‘ance with the understanding of the Adminis- 
#4 tration that it would be advisable to have 
2 an American force there just at the time the 
Boston ap in the harbor of Honolulu. 
It is expec that the Hawaiian commis- 
 gioners will find upon their arrival that the 
President and the Department of State are 
prepared to meet them in the most friendly 
manner and to co-operate with them to 
dome extént in their objects. There will be 
dome surprise, no doubt, if the plan of the 
Administration contemplates departure from 
5 policy enunciated by Webster in 1842, 
when the State Department declared that

Mr. Cleghorn is extremely agxious to reach 
Washington to correct what he says are 
false impressions received by the President 
and Cabinet. Hesaidthatthe Princess and 
Queen were the dest of friends and that the 
Queen telegraphed her niecé, giving an ac- 
count of the events which took her from the 
throne. 

THE GREAT PRIZE AT STAKE. 

The prize at stake isthe political and com- 
mercial control of the cross-roads of the Pa- 
cific, the lost kingdom of Queen Lilioukalana. 


The result involves possibly a clash at arms 


between two of the greatest nations 
of the earth, Great Britain and America. It 
is an unequal race, the representative of 
Princess Ka julant, the possible sovereign un- 
der a regeney, having fully twelve hours start 
of the commission representing the protec- 
torate. Engines are being crowded to their 
fullest capacity, for the difference of time 
may be equalized by the office hours 
of the department officials at Wash- 
ington: Despite the fact of the great 
start of the Princess’ uncle and representa- 
tive the couriers of the two factions of the 
little country of the Pacific may reach the 
ears ofthe State Department at about the 
sametime. It will then be an equal fight 
between the representatives in placing the 
situation before the United States Govern- 
ment, with no opportunity for a partiality 
formed in advance by the courier of the other 
side. 

That the race was one in earnest was ap- 
parent in the bustle and activity of the of- 
ficials ofthetrain dispatcher’s office of the 
Chicago & Northwestern Railroad in this 
city. 

What was worrying the officials was that 
owing to the blizzard the train from the 
West, which connects with the Pennsylvania 
limited at the National Capital, was several 
hours late. The embassy was due here at 
9:30a. m., but they were then far to the 
west of thecity with a flerce snow storm 
blowing. The limited had no option but 
to proceed without them. The 
unusual activity manifest in the train dis- 

atcher’s office was noticeable in the yards 
swell, Orders were received there to be 
ready to make a clear track on ten minutes’ 
notice so that the California fiyer could be 
put through to the depot withouta moment’s 
delay. 

CLEGHORN DUE TO-NIGHT. 

Mr. Cleghorn is dueat the Capital at 5:55 
o’clock to-night. So far as getting the 
ears of the State Department o- 
Clals is concerned, it was thought 
here he would be just as well 
off it he did not get there until to-morrow 
morning or to-morrow noon. Washington 
officials are noted for early hours and busi- 
ness such as Mr. Cleghorn's could scarcely be 
taken up before midday, — eS 

The revolutionists“ representatives un- 
doubtedly realized this and knew thatif they 
could catch the 12:30 o’clock train on the Fort 
Wayne road this afternoon they can 
get into Washington at 2:30 o’clock 
to-morrow afternoon. By going 
direct tothe State Department as soon as 
they can reach Washington the chances were 
they might get an audience at about the 
same time as Mr. Cleghorn. There would 
then be an equal chance—hence the race with 
a kingdom at stake. 

MAY TRAVEL ON SPECIAL TRAIN. 

Over at the Fort Wayne Depot it was said 
that if the Chicago & Northwestern train got 
into Chicago even two and one-half hours 
late the commissioners would have 
no difficulty in making the Fort 
Wayne train, for the facilities 
for transferring a special car wereof the 
best. The officials interviewed showed a 
surprising familiarity with the movements 
ofthe Commissioners. ‘*They are not on a 
special car at all, they said. 
They're on the regular Chicago & 
Northwestern Omaha train. Ot course if 
that train is late and the commissioners in a 
great hurry the Northwestern people can 
make arrangements for transferring them 
from the regular car to a special car 
at Western avenue in the outskirts 
ofthe cityand thus get them over to our 
road in time. Maybe they're doing that,.“ 
he added suggestively.’’ 

The revolutionist commissioners arrived at 
Chicago three hours late. 


HAWAII’S COMMISSIONER, 


DISCUSSING THE CAUSE OF THE REVOLT AND 
SENTIMENT OF THE PEOPLE, 

OMAHA, Neb., Feb. 2.—Mr. Lorin A. Thurs- 
ton, Chairman of the Hawatian Commission- 
ers, who arrived here last night on their way 
to Washington, gave some additional par- 
ticulars in regard to the revolution before 
leaving this morning. 

When word came down to us,“ he said, 
to know if we would support the Cabinet 
against ue Queen, we sent around to get the 
names of‘all those who were willing to do so 
and who had rifles. We did not know 
whether there were twenty men or 500 who 
possessed weapons. The response was 
unanimous, and it was like setting fire to a 
bundle of straw. There was no premedita- 
tion, but it was felt that matters had gone 
as far as they could go, and that something 
had to be done. The feeling was general that 
if there was to be a change of government it 
must be the United States or nothing, and 
not a man would have answered the appeal 
to arms if he had thought that it was not to 
be the Ubited States. 

The idea that has abroad that the 
cry for annexation isin the interests of the 
sugar men is all wrong. The sugar men 
Know pothing about it and they are not in 
favor of annexation except as it will be the 
only means to save the islands from anarchy. 
The great fault of the Queen was that she 
did not wish to reign as a constitutional 
monarch. We would have been fully satis- 
fled to pattern our government after that of 
Great Britain and we tried to do so, but the 
Queen would not have it. She was inter- 
ested in the cry, Hawall for the Hawaiians.’ 
Now the Europeans andthe Americans pay 
nearly all the taxes, and they do not propose 
that the natives shall have the spending of 
the money they contribute. That is what 
the natives want to do. 

On what terms do you Wish to be annexed 
to the United states? 

Well, that is a matter that has not been 
definitely settled, and though we have plans, 
it would not be becoming tor us to disclose 
them until we know whether there is a chance 
ot our being accepted, We would not expect 
to come in as a State, ise our population 
is not large enough, it is probable we 
should ask to come in as tory.’’

} doubt that a large number of them incapable 


ot using the franchise. As regards the Chi- 
nese and Japanese, they are, of course, not 
citizens and could not vote. These things, 
however, haveto be determined when we 
find out whether there is any chance of our 
offer to Uncle Sam being accepted. 
Commissioner W. R. Castile said: ‘‘The 
foreign population, including Americans, 
Germans, Portuguese, French and a number 
ot other nationalities, are practically unani- 
mous in their approval of the over- 
throw of the Hawallan monarchy 
and in the belief that annexation o 
the United States is theonly remedy for 
anarchy and bad government. There are 
some English, not a very large number, how- 
ever, who believe the Queen should be de- 
throned, but they are desirous that the 
young Princess Katiulani, now in England, 
should take the throne and the government 
go on under her. Of course the result of this 
would be to make the islands practically an 
English colony. The islands have been made 
what they are, first by the civilization taught 
by the American missionaries, which pro- 
vided for Hawalia recognized place among 
the nations ofthe earth. If it had not been 
for the civilization so taught Hawali would 
have long since become an appendage to 
some European power. 

The Hawaiians are almost unanimously 
against annexation, but they are to-day less 
than half the population ofthecountry. They 
are also opposed to any form of government 
that will give the foreigners any voice in the 
government. The natives were equally op- 
posed to the treaty of reciprocity in 1876, but 
within the past three years they found out 
what was meant and the natives were in 
favor of it. 

*‘AsI was coming away from Honolulu, a 
number of natives with whom I am ac- 
quainted asked about our missions and then 
I referred to the condition of feeling after the 
passage of the reciprocity treaty. It was ad 
mitted and hoped that the feeling of the na- 
tives would be the same after they had 
learned the real significance of annexation. 
Entirely unknown tothe provisional govern- 
mentor any of its committees, the better 
class of natives began to circulate petitions 
to President Harrison asking for annexation. 
The time was too short for much to be done, 
but just as we left two or three of these peti- 
tions were thrown aboard, containing ©ver 
160 names, all of them native Hawallans. 
Some natives of high standing and integrity 
openly favored annexation. They believe it 
means good government and general pros- 
perity. One very intelligent native, F. 
Pahiai, says: ‘The day has gone by in Hawall 
for Hawalians. In the future Hawailans 
only will prosper and do well who will earn a 
living by thelr own exertions and personal 
integrity. 

Was there any feeling among ithe people 
about the landing of the sailors and marines 
from the Boston?’’ 

There was none. The landing of the 
sailors and marines was done at the request 
of the American Minister, who confined mim- 
self strictly within his powers. The reason 
they were landed was because there were 
threats of bloodshed, incendiarism and vio- 
lence, and a great many residents, not only 
Americans, but others, begged the com- 
mittee as a matter of safety, to make the 
application to the American Minister. A let- 


ter was written setting forth the situation 


tha there was danger of destruction of prop- 
er and violence. They requested that 
troops be landed for the protection of life 
and property. 

The letter was signed by all the members 
of the committee and Mr. Thurston and my- 
self took the letter to Mr. Stevens and re- 
quested that sufficient troops be landed to 
guard the residences of the people against 
violence. It has been announced that some 
of the foreign representatives of other gov- 
eroments protested. In point of fact the 
landingof the troops was commended by 
some of the representatives and up to the 
time that our steamer left on Thursday no 
protest had been filed by the British resident 
Minister.“ 


DOMINION OF THE PACIFIC. 


IMPORTANCE OF THE CONTROL OF HAWAII TO 
AMERICAN INTERESTS. 


WILMINGTON, Del., Feb. 2.—Hon. George 
H. Estes, who was American Commissioner 
to Samoa during the investigation in 18586, 
and who was subsequently a member of the 
commission to Berlin for the government of 
Samoa, in an interview in regard to the 
Hawalian annexation question, sald: The 
present crisis in Hawall is no surprise to 
me, nor can it be to anyone who has 
kept the run of events through the 
last few years. We have hitherto 
proceeded upon the theory of maintaining 
the neutrality of the islands 
and their independence and have 
time and time again asserted that 
we would not permit any European nation to 
annex or control thie islands. The Secre- 
taries of State without exception or dis- 
tinction of party, have recognized the im- 
portance of the group to our commerical in- 
terests and other powers have been warned 
off in terms that admitted of no misunder- 
standing. 

At the same time our Government has 
established for itself a rule of what we call 
non-intervention in the affairs of other 
nations which is, however, talked about 
and asserted with most vehemence by those 
who understood it least. I always believed 
that the real basis of our doctrine of non- 
intervention would not intefiere with our 
taking whatever steps were necessary to 
protect our interests and assert our sup- 
premacy in the two groat neutral groups of 
the Pactfic—Hawali and Samoa. 

The hesitation about the acquisition of 
Hawall has grown out of the fact that the 
islands do not reach our territory. Probably 
many of those Who are horrified at the sug- 
gestion of our incorporating Hawaii into our 
own territory do not realize the fact that the 
Alaska purchase included a group of islands 
running out into the Pacific 20 deg. longitude 
farther than the Sandwich Islands, and 10 
deg. further west than Samoa. We dia not 
hesitate to purchase Louisiana and Alaska, 
or to annex the Republic of Texas, or to ac- 
quire California by conquest. Honolulu is 
nearer to Washington: than Alaska, and 
vastly nearer than California at the time it 
was incorporated in the Union. 

The necessities of modern commerce re- 
quire adequate coaling stations in the Pacific, 
both for our steam naval vessels, which are 
helpless/ without coal, and also as stations 
for repairs and supplies for our commercial 
marine and for places of refuge in case of 
danger. We have nad a very striking illus- 
tration of the necessity of coaling stations 
for the navy at the time of the flurry in 
Samoa, early in 1889. With Hawalilas Ameri- 
can territory and with the rights which we 
already possess in Samoa, and with the new 
chance which we hope to see given to Amer!i- 
can shipping interests under Democratic 
rule, we would have literally what Mr. 
Blaine fitly termed ‘the key to the maritime 
dominion of the Pacific.” ’ 
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represented those 7 in Hawali, says 
that his opinion is the Americans un 
‘Honolulu would resist with arms any attempt 
of the British to land troops at Honolulu, ‘‘I 


know the temperament of our people out 
there too well to admit of any doubt as to 
what course they will pursue it the British 
attempt high-handed work. I call them 
our people because they are 
Americans through and through. 
The 2,000 Americans at Honolulu are 
patriotic toa degree which people at home 
do not fully realize. Shut off as they are by 
a stretch of 2,000 miles from their native 
country, they have been welded together. 
Co-operation they have found to a certain ex- 
tent necessary in view of the constant en- 
croachments of British agents. I know now 
that not only are our people down in Hawall 
reaay to hold the islands, but that if need be, 
there are plenty of supplies and equipments 
ready in San Franciseo for shipment to them 
should our government delay in taking a 
hand, 

Delay in the taking advantage of the op- 
portunity now offered to the flag to acquire 
new territory will prove: disastrous. Any- 
body who has watched British methods in 
the Pacific can r yt the Americans 
in Honolulu must feel the delay by their 
Government. Depend OB it, just as soon 
as a British fleet earn “Honolulu, and 
I understand British ips are now hur- 
rying thither from all points of the Pacific, 
that the fleet will attempt to land men under 
some pretext or other. The British have 
done this thing before, and they understand 
better than any one else howto find an ex- 
cuse for disembarking on foreign soll. 

The trouble will come when such an at- 
tempt is made. The provisional govern- 
ment, capable as I believe it to be to main- 
tain complete sway on the island, will resent 
as an invasion the appearance or British 
troops in the streets of Honolulu. Many of 
the Americans in the Hawalian capital are 
old Californians and Western frontiersmen. 
Many ofthem are now wealthy and live in 
comfort, but the old fighting spirit is there, 
and the ability to act quickly and effectively 
is as strong as ever. 

Col. Bullock says that Hawaii has practi- 
cally been under American ‘control for the 
last fifteen years. The late King was heavily 
in debt to several Catifornians, as was also 
the recent government. The natural condi- 
tion of affairs led to the assumption of 
control by the real rulers of the islands. 
When this condition is thoroughly under- 
stood, he said, it will be seen that British 
interference at Honolulu ig almost as flagrant 
as British interference in California.’’

THE ZANTE DISASTER, 


Desolation and Woe [Follow the Earth- 
quake Shock. 


SANTE, Feb. 2.—Never inliving memory has 
this little isiand endured such an ordeal as 
that which occurred yesterday morning. 
The whole island rockedand swayed. The 
inhabitants were shricking, many half 
naked fled to openspaces. With daybreak 
desolation and woe were depicted on 
every face. Hardly a single house es- 
caped injury. The lower part of the 
town is a mass of ruins. People are camp- 
ing out in olive groves. Another very vio- 


lent shock occurred at 20’clock this morn- 
ing. The villages were leveled. Two such 
severe shocks in succession are without par- 
allel in the annals of the island. Business is 
entirely suspended. Seismographie readings 
proved that the tremor originated five miles 
due east of the island. 

To-morrow there will be general prayer 
and a procession ofthe patron saint, Denis. 
The Government relief is utterly adequate to 
allay the sufferings of the people.

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They Were Shipwrecked and Facing 
Death by Starvation. 
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The Men Now in Prison at Hamburg on 
the Charge of Murder—They Were Cast 
Away on the Ship Thekla and Rescued 
After Enduring Horrible Suffering— 
Still No Tidings of the Missing Oity of 
Peking- 


HAMBURG, Feb. 2.—Three of the seamen of 
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the Norwegian ship Thekla, from Philadel- 
phia, who were rescued by the Danish bark 
Herman, after enduring terrible sufferings 
onthe foundering vessel, have been arrested 
on a charge Of murder, the charge being 
based on their. own confession that they 
killed and ate a sallor of the ship in order to 
save themselves from death by starvation. 
The sailor was a Dutchman and the starving 
men drew lots as to which should die, the lot 
falling to the victim twice in succession. 
Then the other sallors fell upon and strangled 
him and devoured the flesh. 

The three men arrested are Norwegians, 
and their names are An@erson, Jacobsen and 
Johannson. Their trial is not without prece- 
dent, the mate of a wrecked vessel having 
been tried several years ago in England on 
the charge of murdering a cabin boy whom 
the mate, while afloat in an open boat in the 


for several days, killed and partly ate, thus 
saving his own life. In that instance the ac- 
cused went unpunished. 

There seems to be no definite rule of law 
on the subject as faras the courts are con- 
cerned, the person guilty of cannibalism 
being put on his defense to show bythe cir- 
cumstances of the particular case that the 
act was the result of supreme necessity. The 
arrests were made at Cuxhaven.

An explanation of the delay is offered ina 
statement whichis made by engineers and 
which seems to be confirmed by the Yoko- 
bama advices received by the steamer China 


was experienced by the heating and 
melting of the hollow rings on the 
grooves inside the circle of the thrust block.

and that she had to be repaired at Yokohama, 
where the thrust block was patched up with 
babbitt metal to prevent heating. 

It is supposed that the present delay of the 
Peking is due to the rings again heating and 
it is thought possible that this time the 
machinery is seriously crippled, Engineers 
state thatif such is the case the steamer 
must rely on her sails or another boat to 
reach port, for the damage is most probably 
irreparable atsea. She is not known to have 
carried an extra thrust block and engineers 
confess they would be puzzled to know how 
to rig any sort of a substitute at sea,

The Torture Inflieted Upon the Negro 
Ravisher in Texas. 


HIS EYES BURNED OUT AND HIS BODY 
SEARED WITH HOT IRONS. 


Officials of the City of Paris Offered No 
Protest Against the Creelty of the 
Enraged People—Four Negro Murder - 
ers Lynched and Hanged in Virginia 
—Crime Record. 


Paris, Tex., Feb. 2.—A telegram to the 
Posr-Disrarc last evening told of the terri- 
dle vengeance the people of this city wreaked 
on the negro Henry Smith, whoa week 380 
to-day outraged and murdered the 38-year- 
old daughter of Henry Vance. The detalled 
story ofthe event reveals the infliction of 
torture as terribleas was ever devised by 
the inquisitors of the Middle Ages. His eyes 
were burned out, his body seared with red- 
hot trons and finally he was cremated by the 
help of blazing coal-oil. 

Fully 15,000 people witnessed the sickening 
sight, and the previously arranged pro- 
gramme in every particular of its fiendish 
conception was carried out to the minutest 
detail without a hitch. Never has more 
awful vengeance followed such an atrocious 
crime. 

When the train with the special car, which 
had been placed at the disposal ot the citizens, 
place, with Smith m2 
charge of his eaptors, it was 
immediately gurrounded by the 
men. bent upon carrying out the awful 
sentence public indignation demanded. The 
Hon. H. B. Birmingham, who was with the 
escort on the train made a brief address in 
which he said that those with him had been 
commissioned merely to deliver the prisoner 
safely in Paris, and would make no attempt 
to guard himfrom them. He closed by say- 
ing that the prisoner had admitted his guilt 
in the. presence of adozen men—good and 
true—and he hoped that whatever the cis- 
zens did would be doneina peaceable and 
law-abiding way. 

Smith was then handed over to those walt - 
ing to receive him, and placed upon a wagon 
and driven around the public square and 
through the principal streets. He fully 
realized that death was inevitable and 
whiningly begged that he might be shot,a 
prayer to which his tormenters turned 
a deaf ear, A platform had 
been erected in the middle. 
of the public square and up the steps of. this | 
he was foreed, to a stake in the center,where 
be was pinioned. His clothing was torn from 
him and distributed to the crowd, Who 
eagerly seized themasrelics. Whenstripped 
tothe waist, the father, brothers and rela- 
tives of the murdered child, with awful de- 
liberateness, thrust red-hot irons under the 
soles of his feet and slowly rolled 
them up and down his stomach 
and body, burning deeply into 
the flesh, while the crowd watched 
his agonized writhings and contortions with 
approving eyes. Shouts of derision were the 
only answers to his pitiful appeals for 
mercy and curses greeted his vain protesta- 
tions of innocence. When at last it seemed 
that human @mdurance could no longer sus- 
tain such torture, the irons were thrust 
down his throat and into his eyes, burning 
the balls to a crisp in their sockets and 
evoking screams of agony and suffering from 
the unfortunate wretch, who stil] lived and 
felt, 

@When the thirst for vengeance had been 
somewhat satiated a pile of wood and straw 
was arranged aroun@éhe captive, and both 
heand the platform thoroughly saturated 
with coal oil and the match applied. The 
flames shot upward with a roar, as if in 
answer ‘to the shouts of the crowd, and in 
the center of the furnace thus formed 
could be seen Smith’s swaying form. Ina 
few moments he became motionless, and 
it was thought that he was dead, but as the 
ropes that bound him barned away he fell to 
the platform, upon which he could be seen 
struggling in a vain attempt to escape: from 
the flames which hissed and rolled about 


him. He was literally cooked alive and the 
fiesh on his body could be seen‘spluttering 


and curling as it roasted. His feet and 
hands were burned to a cinder.

Stanowski at the City Hospital—Pow- 
elcezak Does Not Know Who His As- 
sailant Was—Charzred With Embezzle- 
ment—Police News. 


John Powéiczak, who lies dying at the City 
Hospital from the effects of g bullet wound 
in the head received in a mysterious manner 
in the Ashley building,Sunday evening,made 
an ante-mortem statement of the shooting to 
his confessor, Fr. Urban Stanowski, which 
clears Maciej Kowalewski, at present held 
by the police under suspicion of having com- 
mitted the murner. Powelczak was shot 
through the jaw in a dim corridor in 
the rookery by an unknown assassin. The 
police reached the place soon after the shoot- 
ing and arrested Kowalewski, understanding 
that he and the wounded man had quarreled. 
When Fr. Stanowski read of the affair in 
Monday night’s Post- DISPATCH he 
called at the hospital to see 
the wounded man. After hearing his 
confession the priest asked him to make an 
ante-mortem statement about the murder 
forthe public. The wounded man said that 
he was shot by an unknown assassin on com- 
ing into the corridor. While he was 
lying on the floor Kowalewsk!i came out of 
a room and seeing him ran in and 
told his wife that a man had been shot. 
When the police came, not understanding 
them, he answered ‘‘yes’’ to everything they 
asked. Hestated positively that Kanaleski 
could not have been the man who fired the 
shot, and further that there was no trouble 
between them. 

Itdevelops that one ofthe questions the 
police asked the wounded man was whether 
Kowalewsk!i had shot him and in his ignor- 
ance of the language he answered Les. 

Fr. Stanowski visited the alleged murderer 
at the jail and found him ina dreadful state 
of trepidation. He isa Russian and under- 


Stands no English. He imagines that, 
though innocent, he will be hanged or meet 
a fate worse than Siberlan extile. He pro- 
tested his innocence to the priest. 

Chief Harrigan was notified by the pries 


of the statements made to him by the 
wounded man, but said he could not release 
Kowalewski, as a warrant had been sworn 


out and he would have to undergo a pre- 
liminary hearing. 

The priest will have the wounded man’s 
statement taken bya notary and make an 
application for ball.

CLEVELAND ON SILVER. 


The Repeal of the Sherman Law the Neces 
sity of the Hour. 

New YorK, Feb. 2.—The following inter- 
view is sent out by the United Press Associa- 
tion, which authorizes its use and claims 
that it is authentic: ‘‘*To repeal the Sherman 
Silver act is the great necessity ofthe hour.’’ 
So spoke President-elect Cleveland to a press 
representative to-day. ‘‘While I am natu- 
rally averse to being interviewed,’’ Mr. 
Cleveland continued, my conviction on this 
subject is so deep and my feelings concern- 
ng it are so strong that I am willing you 
should quote whatI say. Possibly this direct 
and authorized expression from me will en- 
courage our Republican friends in Congress 
to stand out against repeal, but I hope not. 
This is not a party question and should 
de considered from the standpoint of the com- 
mon good and not from that of party 
advantage. Continuance of the silver pur- 
chasing operation made mandatory by the 
Sherman law isa menace to the business 
and financial interests ofthe country. Iam 
not yet without hope that this law will be re- 
pealed by the present Congress. Whatever 
influence I have is being exerted to that end. 
The date at which the repeal should become 
operative is immaterial save that the sooner 
the better. Iam not yet ready to express an 
opinion as to what should be done in case the 
present Congress fails to repealthe Sherman 
law. Iam unwilling to believe that motives 
arising from the fancied possibility of party 
advantuge will be permitted to prevent re- 
peal during the term of this Congress.’ 

„„When you goto Washington next month, 
Mr. Cleveland. suggested the reporter, 
‘*you will fina many questions of great public 
importance confronting you.’’ 

„et is not the large questions that Iam 
afraid of,’’ replied Mr. Cleveland, but the 
multitude of small questions which will be 
sandwiched in between them. With the 
assistance of the best men in public life it 
wiil not be so very difficult fo determine the 
wisest course to be pursued concerning the 
important matters, The trouble is that many 
men who could give valuable assistance per- 
sist in devoting their energies and in asking 
me to devote mine to matters which in com- 
parison are trivial. There are, for instance, 
men whoevince more interestin the filling 
of petty officesthan in saving the country 
‘from the menace of the Sherman law.’’

HELD HIGH REVEL. 


Snow, Sleet, Rain, Thunder and 
Lightning Combine. 

Last night was a meteorological curiosity 
in the history of st. Louis. Nearly all styles 
of bad weather save extreme heat seem to 
have made atryst to meet inthis city and 
to have faithfully kept it. Cold, snow, 
sleet, rain, thunder and lightning 


were the characteristics of the day and 
night. During the morning of yesterday the 
cutting sleet blew so flercely in the faces of 
those exposed toit that noone who was not 
obliged to do socaredto brave the fury of 
the storm. The grip and motormen of the 
street-car lines had a ed hard experi- 
ence. Toward even the thermometer 
fell rapidly, the sidewalks became coated 
with ice, rendering pedestrianism both diff 
cult and dangerous, and a severe cold snap 
seemed to be about to commence. But 
shortly after nightfall a change océurred. 
The mercury rose, the snow changed toa fine 
sleet, and later into a 
rain. About 9 o’ clock a most 
unusual phenomenon made itself manifest. 
Lightning flashes were seen in the sky, ac- 
companied by rolling thunder. About the 
same time the rain changed againto sleet 
and afterwards to snow. A thunderstorm in 
February when falling 
and tue ground with 
a frozen crust almost 
unprecedented event. The street car lines, 
especially those opera by electricity, were 
seriously hampered b s unusual meteoro- 
logical conditions, and this morning were 
much delayed, The snow lay deep on the 
tracks, and had to be removéd with 
plows and salt. The rain freezing on 
the wires covered them with an icy 
mail, and it was in many cases necessary to 
break the envelope before the cars could 
roceed. Behind each-trolley wheel ran a 
ine of flashing blue sparks, and the wheels 
snapped and shone as they revolved. Where 
salt had been used onthe tracks the cross- 
ee were turned into slushy quaxmires, most 
leasant to cross. So many different kinds 
of ad weather have seldom been seen within 
the period of twenty-four hours. a 
The conditions that led to the remarkable 
weather of yesterday and last night were 
very peculiar. The temperature north, west 
and east was very low, the zero mark "being 
frequently passed. St. Louis, however,

AFFECTED THE WIRES, 


One Hundred and Forty-nine Electric 
Lights Put Out. 


The sleet storm of last night and the gangs 
of men out to-day with rubber overcoats and 
climbing irons combined to make a very 
strong argument in favor of putting 
the electric wires under ground. These

These failures of the lamps were due mostly 
to the fact that the wires being upon poles 
and exposed tothe heavy sleet, were natu- 
rally weighed down until they touched an- 
other wire which effectively extinguished the 
lamp for that night. Supt. A. J. O'Reilly of 
the City Lighting Department said that there 
was a good dealof trouble everywhere and 
that some of nis inspectors were busy almost 
all night sending word around to the vari- 
ous companies to fix their wires. ; 

Supt. O'Reilly also stated that the small 
telephone wires suffered a good deal, but in 
those cases the repairs were made imme- 
diately and no record kept of them.

For violating any sec- 
tion ofthe bill a railroad is to be fined not 
less than $1,000 nor more than $5,000 for the 
first offense; for the second offense the pen - 
alty is to be doubled, and the third offense 
would work a forfeiture of the charter. Prose- 
cuting attorneys are to be allowed one-fifth 
of all fines recovered. The effect of the bill 
would be to prevent railroads from owning 
elevators, timber lands and coal mines, and 
to confine them exclusively to the business 
of common carriers.

Asnoone connected with thecon- 
cern could give any account of these trans- 
actions and there was no way of ascertaining 
how much of such paper was still out the 
President deemed it for the best interest of 
all parties to shut down. Investigation showed 
that Horace G. Allis, who was President 
for three years, had been borrowing large 
sums of money on paper bearing the indorse- 
ba Mr. Allis, 
the bank 
$700,000, its presidency 
atthe last annual meeting, it being given 
out as a reason at the time that he inten 
to devote all his time to the 
management of the street 
railroad of which 0 
owner. Nick Kupterle was elected in his 
place but Mr. Kupferle resigned on the 23d 
of last month. Rumors that the bank was in 
straits were circulated at that time and a 
run on it took place, brought on by the de- 
mana of the Third National Bank of St. Louis 
for the payment of aloan. The bank’s sus- 
pension was temporarily averted by 
the Little Rock Bankers’ Associa- 
tion, which came to its assistance With 
$200,000. Application for further aid was 
made to the National Bank of Commerce of 
St. Louis, which institution supplied them 
with $50,000. It only delayed the failure, 
however. 

‘Ex-President Allis is a native of Little 
Rock, His first prominence was gained as the 
head of the rt Smith Railroad. Giving 
up that employment he came to St. Louis 
and became Comptroller of the St. Louis 
Southwestern Railroad Co., now known 
as the Cotton It Route. 
He was intimately associated 
with Col. Samuel W. Fordyce, President of 
the road, and enjoyed his entire con- 
fidence. He resigned, went Dack to Littie 
Rock, and returning became cashier of the 
Merchants’ National Bank of this 
city. He held that position ey, a

How Deposits Were Secured. 
LITTLE Rock, Ark., Feb. 2.—After Logan H. 
Roots assumed the presidency of the First 
National Bank, which has closed its doors, 
he gave out the information that the businesa 


ofthe concern was increasing and that in 
a short time the bank would be as strong as 
It ever was. The directory ordered an as- 
sessment of 60 per cent on the stock, and 
none,of the stockholders complained. A 
year ago the stock was worth 165. 
Those who held stock were willing to pay 
their assessment, believing that with the 
bank once again on a solid foundation, their 
“age would be worth all the way from 175 
to 190. 

The report is this morning that the in- 
creased business of the bank after Col. Roots 
had was forced 
through some of the 
directors persons to 
deposit their money upona guarantee that 
no matter what might happen they would 
be informed in time to permit them to pro- 
tect themselves against any loss. Such de- 
positors were notified yesterday of the con- 
dition of the bank, and these debts 
of honor were promptly discharged. There 
is one man who is absent from the city who 
had $12,000 on deposit, placed there on the 
promise that he should not lose it in case of 
the bank’s faliure. It is belleved that 
this money has been laid aside for 
him and that he will get it on his return 
to the ray 7 

It is claimed that the deposits in the bank 
which remain unpaid, consist of $80,000 in 
individual and bank deposits, and about 360. - 
000 of Government deposits,the latter of whic 
is spares by $75,000 of United States bonds. 
Two weeks ago the bank had on deposit 
$385,000. Within that time there 
withdrawn about $250,000. Neither the Presi- 
dent nora single member of the Board of Di- 
rectors or any person connected with the bank 
knows the amount of the liabilities. Paper is 
coming in with the indorsement of H. G.

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HANDS OFF. 

The truth about the Hawaiian situation 
is likely to be obscured by a cloud of jingo 
1 invoked by a gang of adven- 
turérs aided by the explosions of noisy 
politicians. 

The facts are that the Islands have been 
acquired“ as private property by a few 
score American and English planters and 
their dependents, who number in all not 
more than 3,000. These foreigners also 
secured control of the Government 
a few years ago and dictated a 
constitution whidh suited their own pur- 
poses. Under the constitution the natives 
were excluded from all participation in po- 
litical affairs, and are no more considered 
politically than so many black Africans in 
their own forests, They are used by the 
owners of the land along with some 20,000 
Chinese coolies as common laborers under 
the sugar growers and other foreign-born 
citizens. They have nothing whatever to 
say in the land of their forefathers, but are 
as helpless as are the red Indians of America 
before the white men. In short, the gov- 
ernment is constituted solely in the inter- 
est of the foreign contingent. It is a plu- 
tocracy pure and simple. - 

It appears from the information so far 
received that the Queen sought to break 
down the ruinous system and restore the 
natives to their rights. It may be that 
British suggestions stiffened her courage, 
but there seems to be no doubt that her 
sympathies are enlisted for her Polynesian 
subjects, and the attempt to overthrow the 
plutocratic constitution was really a pa- 
triotic effort in behalf of popular govern- 
ment. She has the personal rights of her 
people at heart rather than the property 
rights of the foreigners who own the lands, 
which they have acquired as lands are usu- 
ally got from inferior races, by treachery 
and force. So far from playing the tyrant, 
Queen Liliuokalani may be acting for the 
best interests of the whole people. 

It would be a crime for our government 
to interfere in behalf of the American-born 
citizens of the little kingdom. These men 
have no interest in the islands except as in 
a place to plunder. The natives have some 
rights in the premises, and it is by no 
means certain that their rights are not ofa 
higher order and more worthy of respect 
than those of Claus Spreckels and his 
friends. We cannot assimilate the na- 
tives. To incorporate the islands and 
grant them privileges as States would sim- 
ply be to add another rotten borough to 
the Union and strengthen the forces of 
plutocracy, which are already too strong. 
Such a policy would be not only a crime 
against the Polynesians, it would be a 
blunder which would involve our own 
people in disaster. 

Conceding, however—what is by no 
means certain—that itis not good policy 
to permit any European power to annex 
the islands or establish a protectorate, we 
can extend the Monroe doctrine to cover 
the case and give notice to all the world. 
That doctrine in the past has been suffi- 
cient of itself to guarantee the American 
continent against the aggressions of 
England and other nations and would no 
doubt be effective now. Then let the 
Hawaiians work out their own salvation 
as other peoples have done and let 
Spreckels and his partners take care of 
themselves. 


EMPLOYERS’ LIABILITY LAW3. 


We print to-day the statutes by which a 
number of our sister States, North and 
South, East and West, have cor- 
rected the injustice of the old com- 
mon law rule exempting employers 
from liability for injuries sustained 
by their workmen through the negligence 
or incapacity of their fellow-workmen. 

The reason of that old rule, as applied to 
farm work or shep work inthe small in- 
dustrial establishments of a former gen- 
eration, utterly fails when applied to the 
raifroads and other immense industrial 
plants of the present day, with their 
varied a and widely separated departments 
of ‘service. Men employed ‘to work 
in the same shop, like men employed in 
rowing the same boat or in painting the 
cornices of a tall building from the same 
swinging ladder, can estimate the ordi- 
nary dangers of their occupation and the 
extent to which they can depend on each 
other’s care and skill for safety. They 
can refuse to work with a fellow- 
workman who is dangerously negligent or 
incompetent. They can refuse to work 
with or in the vicinity of mach inery known 
to be in a dangerous policy It was, 
therefore, the conditionof the old common 
law to hold them dependent upon and re- 
sponsible to each other for safety from 
accidents caused by carelessness of fellow 
workmen. Hence the theory that work- 
men assume all of the risks in- 
cidental to their employment; that 
they fix their wages at a rate which will 
compensate them for assuming these risks 
and must, therefore, seek compensation 
forinjuries not from the employer, but 
from the fellow-workman whose negli- 
gence caused the injuries. 

Now, this theory is so manifestly and so 
| utterly at variance with the conditions of 
modern railroad service that Federal and 
State have again and again denied 
‘that its application could be consistent 
with the reason or.the policy of the

Here in Missouri we have been 
still disgraced by that sort of rule in our 
courts and in at least one branch of our State 
Legislature. Will the present General 
Assembly submit to that disgrace or will 
it modify that antiquated fellow-servant 
law in order that justice may be done be- 
tween railroads and their employes? (

AN ACT OF FRENZY. 
The verdict which would most nearly fit 
the case of Henry Smith, the negro 
ravisher who was tortured and burned at 


Paris, Tex., yesterday, is that the act was 


committed by a community suffering from 
a fit of insanity. The deed merely proves 
that a crime of atrocious brutality may 
drive several thousand people to madness. 

No maudlin sentimentality need be 
wasted on the brute who was subjected to 
the extremities of physical torment. His 
punishment was horrible, but his crime 
was horrible. Both were marked by mani- 
acal fiendishness. Calm reason views 
them with shuddering amazement, and 
can find no explanation save that of in- 
sanity. The brutal passion of the criminal 
begot the brutal passion which rioted in 
his torment. His devilish crime aroused a 
spirit of vengeance, which was nurtured 
on thoughts of its atrocity into a mania 
that could find no satisfaction or 
remedy for brutal outrage except 
in an excess of retributive and 
warning cruelty. It must be borne 
in mind in judging this act that one of 
the controlling motives which led to it 
was an intense desire to finda form of 
punishment for a crime which would 
prevent the recurrence of another like it. 

The fact that the deed was shared by 
thousands of persons representing more 
than one community renders all talk of 
reason, law and civilization useless. The 
whole tendency of this mass of people was 
towards refinement and the upbuilding of 
law and order. Undoubtedly many who 
participated in that orgie of cruelty are 
men of tender sympathies, generous im- 
pulses and profound respect forlaw. The 
sudden reversal of this tendency and of 
these impulses by participation ina deed 
of irrational cruelty, defiant Qf all law and 
destructive of civilization, was an act of 
desperate frenzy for which the perpe- 
trators cannot be held fully accountable. 

Censurable, therefore, as the event is, it 
must be viewed more in sorrow than in 
anger and should be treated with a spirit of 
regretful. admonition rather than of vio- 
lent denunciation. Those who partici- 
pated in it are to be condemned for yield- 
ing to the impulse of cruel vengeance, but 
they are also to be pitied for being made 
the victims of passionate resentment and 
its brutalizing action, to which they were 
prompted by horror and righteous indigna- 
tion over an atrocious deed.

THR attempt made by the New York 
Legislature to regulate the coal traffic in 
that State by prescribing maximum rates 
of transportation and maximum prices 
charged by dealers is both irrational and 
unjust, The best and only effective reg- 
ulator of prices is competition, and that is 
not possible where the whole output is 
owned and controlled by one company.

In sending in collections of coupons it is al- 
waysadvisable to pack them as neatly as 
possible in order to facilitate the count and 
to prevent errors.

A A Dill is now pending before the Legislature 
at Jefferson City, copied from the Minnesota 
law, making railroad companies, or corpo- 
fations operating rallroads, llable for dam- 
ages sustained any agent or servant of 
Such railroad lie engaged in the work of 
Operating such railroad by reason of the 
Megligence ot any other servant or agent. 
The existing law allows the re- 
‘Govery of aamages to a passenger who 
may be injured by reason of the negligence 
Or carelessness ot any railway employe, but 
Genies sucha remedy toa fellow-employe. 
The proposed bill also deals with the con- 
tracts so ofton forced upon employes before 
‘they are given work, in which they release 
“the company in advance from any liability 
they may sustain by reason of the careless- 
Mess or negligence of a fellow-employe. The 
section concerning this says that no such 
contract or agreement shall be valid. 

A committee of the Legislative Board of the 
labor organizations of the operating railway 
employes of Missouri have the matter in 
hand. The interests represented include 
engineers, firemen, conductors, brakemen, 
telegraph operators and machinists. Mr. V. 
F. Hart is Chairman and Mr. F. B. Ward 
Secretary. The railroads are said to be lob-

2. By reason of the negligence of gy 
person inthe service of the employers ba- 
trusted with and exercising superintendence, 
whose sole or priucipal duty is that of super- 
intendence. 

8 By reason of the negligence of any per- 
son in the service of the employer who hag 
the charzeor control of any signal, switch, 
locomotive engine or train upon a rallroad, 
the employe, or in case the injury results in 
death, the legal representative of such em- 
ploye shall have the same right of compen- 
Sation against the employer as if the em- 
ploye haa not been anemploye of nor in the 
service of the employer, nor engaged in its

Sec. 2. Where an employe is instantly 
Rllled or dies without conscious suffering, as 
the result of the negligence of an employer, 
or of the negligence of any person for whose 
negligence the employer is liable under the 
provisions of this act, the widow of the de- 
ceased, or in case there is no widow, the 
next of kin, provided that such next of kin 
were at the time of the death of such em- 
ploye dependent upon the wages of such em- 
ploye for support, may muintain an 
action for damages therefor and may 
recover in the same manner, to the same ex- 
tent as if tue death of the deceased had not 
been instantaneous, or as if the deceased had 
consciously suffered, 

Sec. 3. The amount of compensation re- 
ceivable under this act in cases of personal 
injury shall not exceed the sum of $5,000. In 
case of death, compensation in lieu thereof 
may be recovered in not less than $500 and 
not more than $5,000, to be assessed with 
reference to the degree of culpability of the 
employer herein, or the person for whose 
negligence he is made Hable, and no action 
for the recovery of compensation for injury 
or death under this act shall be maintained, 
unless notice of the time, place and cause of 
the injury is given to the employer 
Within thirty days, and the action 
is commenced within one year from the oc- 
currence of the accident causing the injury 
or death. The notice required by this sec- 
tion shall bein writing, signed by the per- 
son injured or by some one in his behalf; but 
if from physicalor mental Incapacity it is im- 
possible for the person injured to give the 
notice within thetime provided in said sec- 
tion, he may give the same within ten days 
alter such incapacity is removed, and in case 
of his death without having given the notice 
and without having been for ten

Sec. 5. An employe or his legal representa- 
tives shall not be entitled under this uct to 
any right of compensation or remedy against 
bis employer in any case where such em- 
ploye knew of the defect or negligence which 
caused the irjury, and failed within a 
reasonabie time to give, or cause to be given, 
information thereof tothe employer, or to 
some person superior to himself in the ser- 
vice of the — core, date who had enstrusted to 
him some general superintendence. 

Sec. 6. Any employer who shall have con- 
tributed to an insurance fund created and 
maintained forthe purpose of indemnitying 
an employe for personal injuries for which 
compensation may be recovered under this 
act, or to any relief soclety under chapter 
26 of the acts of the year 1882, as authorized 
by chapter 125 of the acts of the 
year 1886, may prove, in miti- 
gation of the damages recoverable 
by an employe under this act, such pro- 
portion of the pecuniary benefit which 
has been received by such employe from any 
such fund or society on account of such 
contribution of said employer as the 
coutribution of such employer to such fund 
or society bears to the whole contribution 
thereto. 

Sec. 7. This act shall not apply to injuries 
caused to domestic servants or farm labor- 
ers by other fellow employes. * a * 

THE MINNESOTA LAW. 

Chap. 130f the laws of the State of Min- 
nesota reads as follows: 

Sec. 1. Kvery railroad,corporation own- 
ing or operating a railaoad in this State 
shall be Hable for all damages 
sustained by any agent or servant 
thereof by reason of the negligence of any 
other agent or servant thereof, without con- 
tributory negligence on his part, when 
sustained within this State, and no contract, 
rule or regulation between such corporation 
and any agent or servant shall impair or di- 
minish such ability, provided nothiug in 
this act shall be so constructed as to render 
any railroad company liable for damages 
sustained’ by any employe, agent or servant 
while engaged in the construction of anew 
road or any part thereof, now open to public 
travel or use. 

Chap. 16, sec. 1. Any person or persons, 
railroad companies or corporations, owning 
or operating any railroad or railroads 
this State shall and 

required * * to 80 adjust, 
fill, block and securely guard the 
frogs, switches and guard rails on their 
roads in all yards, divisional and terminal 
stations, so as to thoroughly protect and pre- 
vent the feet of employes and other persons 
from being caught therein. 

Sec. 2. Any person or persons, railroad 
company or corporation, owning and operat- 
ing a railroad, who shall fal to comply with 
the provisions of this act, shall be fined 
in a sum of not less than §500 nor 
more than $2,000, in the discretion of the 
court, for each offense and the neglect of any 
such person, company or corporation to 
comply with the provisions of this act, shall 
be deemed a violation of the same. 

Sec. 3. All railroad companies owning or 
operating railroads or portions of railroads 
in this State shali, in addition to the penal- 
ties prescribed in this act, be liable for any 
damage resulting from the failure to comply 
with the provisions thereof, such damage to 
be recovered by the person ; injured or his or 
her legal representatives. 

THE MONTANA LAW. 

For the State of Montana, art. 15, sec. 16 of 
the constitution reads as follows: 

It shall be unlawful for any person, com - 
pany or corporation to require of its servants 
or employes, as a condition of their employ- 
ment or otherwise, any contract or agree- 
ment whereby such persons, company or 
corporation shall be released or discharged

society or organization whatsoever, or de- 
mand or require either as a condition preced- 
ent to securing employment or being em- 


ployed,and said railroad or railway company 


Suall not discharge any employe because he 
refuses or neglects to become a member of 
any society or organization. Aud if any 
employe is discharged he may, at any time 
within ten days after receiving a notice of 
his discharge, demand thereason of said 
discharge, and said railway or railroad com- 
any thereupon shall fufaien said reason 
o said discharged employein writing. And 
no railroad ee insurance society or 
association or other person shail demand, 
accept, require, or enter into 
any contract, agreement, stipulation 
with any person about to enter, 
or in the employ of any railroad company, 
whereby such person stipulates or agrees 
to surrender or waive any fright to 
damages against any railroad company, 
thereafter arising for personal injury or 
death, or whereby he agreesto surrender or 
walve in case he asserts the same, any 
other right whatsoever, and all such 
stipulations and agreements shall be void, 
andevery corporation, association or per- 
son violating or aiding or abett- 
ing in the violation of this 
section shall for each offense 
forfeit and pay tothe person wronged or de- 
prived of his right here under the sum not 
less than $50 nor more than $500 to be re- 
covered ina civil action. 

Sec. 2. Itshall be unlawful for any such 
corporation to knowingly or negligently use 
or operate any car or locomotive that is de- 
fective orany car or locomotive upon which 
the machinery or attachments thereto be- 
longing are in any manner defective. If 
the employe of any such corporation 
shall receive any injury by reason of 
any defectin any car or locomotive, or the 
machinery or attachments thereto belong- 
ing, owned and operated, or being run and 
operated by such corporation, such corpora- 
tion shall be deemed to have had knowl- 
edge of such defect before and at the 
time. such injury is sustained, and 
when the fact of such defect shall be 
made to appear inthe trial of vp! action in 
the courts of this State, brought by such em- 
ploye or his legal representatives, against 
any railroad corporation for damages, on 
account of such injuries so received, the 
same shall be prima facie evidence of negli- 
gence on the part of such corporation. 

Sec. 3. Inallactions against the railroad 
company for personal injury to, or death re- 
sulting from personal injury of any peison 
while in the employ of such company, arising 
from the negligence of such company, or any 
of its officers or employes, it shall be held, in 
addition tothe ability now existing by law, 
that every person in the employ of such 
culm pany, actually having power or author- 
ity to direct or control any other employe of 
such company, is not the fellow servant but 
superior of such other employe; also that 
every person in the employ of suchcompany, 
having charge or control of employes in any 
separate branch or department, shall be 
held to be the superior and not the fellow 
servant of empioyes in any other branch or 
department who have no power to direct or 
control in the branch or departmentin which 
they are employed. 

THE PENNSYLVANIA LAW. 

Act No. 169, Laws of Pennsylvania relating 
to coal mine regulations and inspection says: 

Sec. 17. For any injury to per- 
son or property occasioned. by any 
violation of this act, or any wiliful failure to 
comply with its provisions, a right of ac- 
tion against the party at fault shall accrue to 
the party injured for the direct damage sus- 
tained thereby; and in any case of loss of fife 
by reason of such violation or wilful failure, 
arignt of action against the party at fauit 
shail accrue to the widow and lineal heirs of

THE LAW OF RHODE ISLAND.

The publication of the proposed route of the 
Merchants’ Terminal Belt Line in last Sun- 
day’s Posr-Disraron has awakened a great 
deal of interest. Among the property own- 
ers directly interested the plans of the 
Terminal company have aroused mach in- 
dignation, but at the same time many per- 
sons who take a broad and general view of 
the supposed benefits to be derived by the 
city from the proposed enterprise have com- 
mended it highly. As will be seen by the in- 
terviews published below both sides are 
given an impartial hearing in the Post-Dis- 
PATCH. 

The bill which provides for the condemna- 
tion of the proposed route is known as Coun- 
cil bill No. 218. It was introduced by Mr. 
James, and read the first time on Jan. 17, 
1893, It had its second reading on Jan. 27, 
and was referred tothe Committee on Rall - 
roads. It is entitled an ordinance authoriz- 
ing the st. Louis Terminal Railway Co. to 
construct, maintain and operate its rallway 
over, along and across certain streets, alleys 
and blocks of the city, reading as follows: 

Be it ordained by the Municipal Assembly of the 
Orr of St. Louis as follows: 
The St. Louis Terminal Railway Co. is hereby 
authorized to construct, maintain and operate a 
railway of standara gauge with one or more tracks 
and all necessary sidings and turo-outs over, along 
and across the streets, alleys and city blocks lying 
inthe route hereinafter described. to wit:

Provided further, that the said railway company 
shal! cross over or under all existing steam, electric 
or street railway lines crossed on the route herein- 
before described. 

This ordinanceisa practical confirmation 
of the route through the city as published in 
last Sunday’s Posr-DiIsr arch. It will be 
seen that the-middle section of the road runs 
west of the city beyond Forest Park. A fran- 
chise for this portion of the route will of 
course have to be obtained from the County 
Court of St. Louis County. The following 
are some Opinions of leading real estate men 
on the proposed road: 

„ STRONGLY AGAINST IT. 

Otto L. Mersman, tn expressing his opinion 
of the effects of this belt line, said: The 
operation of such a road would be like clos- 
ing inthecity with a stone wall. It was not 
as though it was to be a single track road; 
there would be tour and probably 
six tracks with freight trains and 
locomotives constantly running to and 
fro. Manufactories would be built all 
along the line, and the operation of such a 
road would have the same effect on property 
west of the tracks as the Mill Creek Valley 
railway tracks have on South St. Louis prop- 
erty.

A Strike on the Cairo Short Line Over a 
Yardmaster. 


There isa strike in progress among the 
switchmen employed in the Cairo Short Line 
yards, who object to the appointment of 
Philip Ruebel as yardmaster. The former 
yardmaster, Mike Kneliley, resigned yester- 


day to go into business and Ruebel, who was 
lately master of the L. & N. yards, was 
appointed to fill the vacancy.

Harvard Smiles at Her Efforts to 
“Purify Athletics.” 


— | 


THE UNDERGRADUATE RULING WOULD 
HELP HER IMMENSELY. 


The Suggestions to Exclude Graduates 
Came From Cambridge Two Years 
Ago-—The Corbett-Mitchell Argument 
Begins—Jockeys’ Tricks in Murky 
Weather—Sporting News. 


CAMBRIDGE, Mass., Feb. 2.—There is more 

talk than ever about the new inter-collegi- 
ate athletic rule, limiting the eligibility of 
athletes to undergraduates. Harvard is 
watching matters closely and has been fol- 
lowing the course ofevents with great care 
and interest. The conclusion reached 18 
that while Yale may be partially sincere in 
her efforts to ‘‘purify athletics’’ there are 
other reasons which play no small part in 
the policy she is pursuing. Itisclearly to 
her advantage to make these radical changes. 
It has for years been a Yale complaint that 
Harvard had nearly 1,000 more mento draw 
from than she had. 
This great difference in numbers lies mostly 
in the graduate and professional schools; the 
academicand scientific departments of the 
two universities vary but little when taken 
together. Itis very clear, then, that by this 
one master stroke she can do away, once and 
for all, with the present discrepancy in hum. 
bers. Surely this is an object worth working 
for. 

Then, again, this is a very convenient time 
for Yale to make this ruling in regard to 
athletes. With the exception of the nine it 
may safely be said that she never before had 
her available athletes so confined to the 
academic departments. Harvard men do not 
believe that with such players as Camp, Gill, 
Bull, Stag, Heffelfinger and Hartwell in her 
graduate and professional schools, as they 
have been in the past when engaged in ath- 
letics, Yale would come forward so boldly 
as she does now in the cause of reform“ 
and ‘*‘purity.’’ 

And just why Harvard believes this is be- 
cause when, two years ago, she made a simi- 
lar proposition regarding undergraduates 
Yale did not find it to her liking to come to 
terms. Yale cannot claim to be the origi- 
natorof this scheme for limiting the eligi- 
bility of undergraduates; Harvard put it into 
her mind by the proposition which she sub- 
mitted to both Yale and Princeton two 
years and one year ago respectively, 
and, moreover, Harvard extended the plan 
so as to cover all branches of athletics. She 
made one chief stipulation. This was that 
the rule, if adopted, should not be put into 
execution until two years later. This pro- 
vision was made to avoid doing any injus- 
tice to men who were then in proféssional 
schools. 

Altogether it is thought here that Yale is 
trying to be tricky and the result will be 
very injurious to athletics among the crack 
colleges of the country.

THE TURF. 
The action of Jockey Hart and his advisers, 
if he had any, yesterday, in attempting to 


ride Storm in the second race at East St. Louls 
five pounds under weight, reminds one how 
stricta watch must be continually kept by 
Judge Carter, Associate Judge Brooks and 
Scales Clerk Mullery onthe jockeys now rid- 
ing at this point. Taken as a 
whole the youngsters are about as 
honest as any set now riding, but a black 
sheep sneaks in once in a while and endeav- 
ors to get the best of the authorities by some 
hook or crook. The trick Hart and his valet 
endeavored to carry through yesterday is an 
old one, that has, however, been carried out 
successfully many and many atime, even 
upon the dig tracks. It is worked 
as follows: Say a horse is down 
to shoulder 110 pounds and the jockey 
who has been engaged to ride him welghs 
ninety pounds. His trappings, including 
saddle, bridle, martingales and pomel pad, 

register four or five pounds. This would 
leave fifteen or sixteen pounds to be made up 
in lead. The rider weighs out before the 
race withthe necessary amount, but inthe 
meanwhile mounts the horse minus five or 
ten pounds, or more if desired, and rides 
the animal in the race without 
this handicap. When he returns to 
the judges’ stand and secures permission to 
dismount, his valet is on hand with the 
necessary lead which he is to slip to the 
jockey unseen. The judges on all tracks are 
on the watch for this continually, and rarely 
permit a close connection to take place be- 
tween the rider and any outsider until he has 
weighed in. During the cold spell, however, 

Judge Carter has good naturedly per- 
mitted the valets of the jockeys to 
assist them dismount and fx ‘their 
trappings for the scales room. This is the 
custom on all the winter tracks. While per- 
mitting the valetsto do this Judge Carter 
and his assistants have always kept a close 
watch. During the blizzard yesterday Hart 
and his valetin all probability thought they 
could evade the watch and carry out their

game. Seeing that this was impossible, he, 
itis thought, invented the story about drop- 
ping the weight. 


EXPERIENCE AXD CLOTHO LOST.
